marito Saturday the Spaniards de 
feated the insurgent forces. Crombet 
was not only killed but his body was 
mutilated by sword thrusts of the vin 
dictive Spaniards, who spat upon him 
after be was dead. 


Without the two leaders;, Crombet 


and Maceo, the Cuban revolution dwin- 
dles to merely a filibustering expedi- 
tion. Gen. Camoos' services will not 
be needed.

The 
spirit of liberty fled from tliis tyrant- 
ridden land when Crombet died and 
Maceo was put in chains.

The situation we are confronting demands 


that those who appreciate the importance or 
this subject and those wHo ought to be tlic lirst 
to seo impending danger, should no longer re- 
main indifferent or overconfident. If the sound 
money sentiment abroad in the lund is to save 
us from mischief and disaster it must be crys- 
tulizcd and combined and made immediately 
active. 


It is dangerous to overlook the fact that a 


vast number or our people, with scant oppor- 
tunity thus far to examine the question in all 
its aspects, have nevertheless been ingenious- 
ly pressed with special suggestions, which, 
to this time of misfortune and depression, 
find willing listeners prepared to give cre- 
dence to any scheme which is plausibly pro- 
sen ted as a remedy for their unfortunate con- 
dition. 


What Is now needed more lhan anything 


else is a plain and simple presentation of tho 
argument, in favor of sound money. In other 
worde, it is a time for tho American people to 
reason together as members of a jjroat nation 
which cnn promise them a continuance of pro- 
tection and safety only so Ions; as its solvency 
IK unsuspected, its honor unsullied and the 
soundness of Its money uiiquostioaed. 


Those things are Ill-exchanged for tho il- 


lusions of a debased currency and groundless 
hope of advantages to bo gained by a disre- 
gard of our financial credit and commercial 
standing among tho nations of the world. 


If our people were isolated from all others 


nnd if the question of r T currency could 
be treateed without regard to our relations 
to other countries, its character would be 
a mutter of comparatively little importance. 
If the American people were only concerned 
In tho maintenance of their precious life 
among themselves they might return to tho 
old days of barter, and in this primitive man- 
ner acquire from ouch other the materials to 
supply the wnnts of their existence. But if 
American civilization was satisfied with this 
It would abjectly fail In its high and uoblo 
mission. 


In these restless days the farmer is tempted 


by the assurance that, though our currency 
may be debased,-redundant and uncertain, 
such a situation would improve the price of 
his products. Let us remind him that he must 
buy as well as sell: that, his dreams of plenty 
are shaded by the certainty that if the price of 
the things he has to sell is nominally enhanced 
the cost of the things he must buy will not re- 
main stationary; that cheap monu'y proclaims 
are unsubstantial and elusive, and even if they 
were real and palpable he must necessarily be 
left far behind in the race 


It ought not to be difficult to convince the 


w;ife earner that if there were benefits aris- 
ing from a degenerated currency 
1 they would 


rc.-icli him least or all anil last of all. In an

While the party were at the C., P. A 


V. depot awaiting the K. & W. train 
which was to bear them to Irooton, a 
TIMKS reporter had a few minutes con- 
versation with the prisoner.
